Homer has given an undeniable Inſtance of this Truth 
to tbe old Word; and Milton bas at leaſt with equal Succeſs confirm'd 
it to the preſent, His Succeſs might-indeed diſcourage us from pretending 
to imitatæ him, were we not ſupported by this Reflection, that it is lau- 
dalle to attempt, where even 4 Defeat is not glorious. On this Prin- 
ciple, it ts ſurely. better to follow Milton, though at an infinite Diſtance, 
in bat noble Path of Liberty which he bas traced out for us, than to con-

The following Speech, which is here attributed to Go p, has been always 
looked upon as the moſt ſublime Part of this Divine Poem.
